Future Problems With 
Medicated Feeds Are 
Noted by FDA Official 


DURHAM, N.H.—‘“It looks as if 
we are going to have some problems 
with medicated feeds,” declared 
Nevis Cook, chief of the Boston of- 
fice of the U.S. Food & Drug Admin- 
istration, when he addressed the 
ninth annual Poultry Health Confer- 
ence at the University of New Hamp- 
shire here, Feb. 4-5. 

“I certainly do not wish to be an 
alarmist,” Mr. Cook said, “but some 
of the manufacturers apparently are 
not exercising the careful, exact con- 
trols that are essential for anyone 
who is manufacturing and marketing 
potent drugs.” 

The speaker reported that his de- 
partment had received several com- 
plaints from poultrymen that eggs 
have turned white when their normal 
color was brown. He gave a drug as 
the reason and said his men had 
found it in feed “though it was not 
declared on the label and its presence 
resulted from an error in manufac- 
ture.” 

Mr. Cook also revealed that his de- 
partment had discovered that some 
poultry farmers are paying no atten- 
tion to label directions which warn 
that certain medicated feeds must 
be discontinued some days before 
slaughtering. He warned that such 
negligence may result in residues of 
the drugs in the edible tissues of

The speaker concluded that three 
steps are necessary if the regulations 
are to be carefully followed: 

1. Feed manufacturers will have to 
accept their responsibility in the 
preparation and mixing of feeds and 
must label the feeds so that the farm- 
er will know precisely what he is 
getting and how to use it. 

2. The farmer who uses the feed 
must read and heed the label direc- 
tions and warnings provided by the 
manufacturer. 

3. There must be an adequate level 


| of enforcement of the rules by FDA

Slight Cattle Price 
Reduction Likely 


WASHINGTON—The gain in cat- 
tle and calf supplies seems likely to 
bring some reduction in prices, but 
the declines are not expected to be 
large, the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture reports. 

USDA also notes in a livestock and 
meat situation report that the impact 
will not be the same on all classes. 

In view of the outlook for fed cat- 
tle marketings this spring, price pros- 
pects for fed cattle now appear to be 
less favorable than previously indi- 
cated, USDA says. Some small price 
declines are likely, somewhat like 
price trends during the past two 
years when choice slaughter steers 
declined $1.50-$2 cwt. from April to 
June. These declines will, of course, 
mean lower feeding profits and re- 
duce the demand for replacement cat- 
tle, USDA notes. 

However, the need for cattle to put 
on spring pastures will continue 
strong. Prices of these classes are 
probably near a seasonal high and 
should hold up well until marketings 
increase this summer. 

Fed cattle marketings in the second 
half of 1960 will probably exceed last 
year by a considerable margin. More- 
over, the probability of a sizeable 
gain in grass cattle slaughter points 
to poor prospects for late-summer 
recovery in fed cattle prices. More 
probable is a fairly stable price the 
last half of this year. Prices may con- 
tinue below year-earlier levels though 
the difference late in the year will be 
less than it has been so far in 1960. 

A favorable factor in the price out- 
look for beef is the prospect for a 
further strengthening in demand, 
USDA notes. Purchasing power per 
person has increased about 2% in the 
last year. Further increases are like- 
ly in view of the upward trends in 
employment and wage rates. Also de- 
clines in the output of pork will prob- 
ably stimulate demand for beef. 

The slaughter rate for cattle and 
calves thus far this year indicates 
that the buildup in cattle inventories 
during 1960 will be somewhat smaller 
than the 49 million head added dur- 
ing 1959. Heavy marketings of fed 
cattle, plus substantial imports of 
processing meats have kept prices be- 
low last year and the rate of expan- 
sion seems to be slowing.

Kansas Study Shows 
Trace Minerals Help 
Cut Cattle Shrinkage 


MANHATTAN, KANSAS — Re- 
search at Kansas State University 
indicates that trace minerals in a 
ration can significantly affect the 
amount of shrink that occurs when 
cattle are shipped to market. 

Most satisfactory results in cutting 
down shrinkage through the use of 
trace minerals has been noticed with 
corn rations. Tests are not complete 
yet, but it appears that results with 
grain sorghum rations are incon- 
sistent. And experiments with cattle 
on pasture have not shown that trace 
mineral supplementation increases 
gain. 

Test Conditions 

Twenty-four Hereford steers aver- 
aging 550 Ib. were wintered at Man- 
hattan from November, 1957, to May, 
1958. Then, the cattle were divided 
into two groups. 

One group received a mixture of 
plain salt and bonemeal while the 
second group had access to a mixture 
of trace mineral salt and bonemeal. 
The cattle remained on adjoining 
pastures until the summer of 1959. 
During the winter periods, each steer 
received 1.5 Ib. of soybean oil meal 
per day. Native hay was fed when 
snow covered the pastures. 

In 1959, the two groups of steers 
were weighed off pasture and hauled 
directly to Manhattan, located 134 
miles away. Here is how the shrink- 
age compared with the two groups: 

The control steers showed an aver- 
age shrink of 47.5 Ib., or 5.3%, dur- 
ing the trip. The steers receiving 
trace mineral salt showed an average 
shrink of 25.8 Ib., or 2.9%. 

During the following week, the con- 
trol calves showed a further loss of 
16 Ib. each, while those receiving 
trace mineral salt lost only an aver- 
age of 11 Ib. each. 

There was no significant difference 
in gains between the two groups dur- 
ing the finishing period, the investi- 
gators report. 

Shrink Measured Again 

Then, shrink was measured again 
when the cattle were shipped to a 
market 125 miles away. The control 
calves showed an average shrink of 
65 Ib., or 5.7%, and the animals re- 
ceiving trace minerals recorded an 
average shrink of only 54 Ib., or 4.5%. 

The finishing period for this group 
of steers lasted 90 days. During this 
time, the control] lot received plain 
salt and a plain salt-bonemeal mix- 
ture, while the test lot was given a 
trace mineral salt and also a trace 
mineral salt-bonemeal mixture. The 
ration included ground corn, prairie 
hay, and 1 lb. of soybean meal per 
head daily. Each pound of soybean 
meal contained 10 mg. of diethylstil- 
bestrol. After 3 weeks, corn and 
prairie hay were available on a free- 
choice basis. 

While the animals were on pasture, 
no significant differences in gain were 
noticed between the two lots. 

A summary of the over-all gains 
from May, 1958, to November, 1959, 
shows that calves receiving trace 
mineral salt averaged 56 Ib. heavier 
than control calves at the end of the 
period. However, the great difference 
between gains of individuals within 
each group causes one to question 
the validity of the average figures, 
say the researchers.
